Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued JP 091 55814 and XP 002096973 did not meet the 
claim limitation of a wood component free from pyrolytic degradation products because the art cited does not mention 
pyrolytic degradation. Examiner stated because the references are silent as to the wood melts being free from pyrolytic 
degradation, the wood is inherently free of the pyrolytic degradation. Applicant suggested submitting an affidavit 
showing the cited art contains pyrolytic degradation, whereas the instantly claimed invention does not contain pyrolytic 
degradation.
